Sinking of the Steamer Cynthia 
From Glasgow, ina 
Collision.

MONTREAL, May 22.—A serious collision oc- 
curred on the river this morning, between the 
Royal mail steamer Polynesian of the Allen 
line, commanded by Capt. Hugh Wyhe, and 
‘the steamer Cynthia of the Donaldson line, 
commanded by Capt. John Taylor, resulting in 
the sinking of the latter vessel andthe loss of 
her crew. The Polynesian left port shortly 
after 4:30 o’clock this morning and proceeded 
down the Varennes channel. Oppdsite Point 
Trembies she perceived the Cyntbia inward 


bound. 
A DANGEROUS CURVE. 


From the details obthined it appears that 
there is a dangerous curve inthe channel at 
this point and that through some misunder- 


2 of the Rules ot 
the oaa’’ the Polynesian was 


brought into collision with the Cynthia,strik- 
ing herat the port bow and causing sucha 
gap in her side as to sink herin afew minutes, 
the vessel filling with water rapidly. Those 
on deck had barely time to rush below and 
warn the members of thecrew who were off 
watch and asleep in their berths, to get on 
deck and swim asbore to save their lives. 


The Cynthia carried no passengers. She 
was from Glasgow with a general cargo, 
chiefly of pig iron. The following is a list of 
the crew of the Cynthia who lost their lives:

- EXPLAINS THE OBJECTS OF SALE. 


No By- Bidding to Be Permitted at the Auc- 
tion—Warrantee Deeds to Be Given—To- 
Day’s Sales of Other Properties—Bullding 
Association News — Extending Water 
Mains to Cheltenham, 


F. N. Judson, President of the Scheol 
Board, sp eaking of the auction sale of unim- 
proved properties, announced to take place 
upon the premises June 1, says that ‘‘the 
board has placed no limit on the prices they 
are to be sold for, and that no mem- 
ber of the board or any other 
person has been or will be authorized to bid 
in the property or to protect the interest of 
the board at the auction in any manner what- 
ever. Parties present at the sale shall not be 
prevented in any manner from placing their 
own value upon the ground, as no by bidding 
will be tolerated under any circumstances. 
The School Board unanimously adopted this 
method of disposing of the property, believing 
itto be the best and most popular means of 
turning ite unimproved properties into cash 
at the highest market prices. 

The board has a two-fold object in view, 
Mr. Judson said, in disposing of these unim- 
proved school lands. The board is not only 
the largest real estate owner in the city, but 
as the trustee of the publiceducationai system 
ofthe city it must derive its main income 
from the 4-mill tax, the proceeds of which 
must increase with the growth and prosperity 
of the city. * 

Our improved property, he continued,

There is no doubt that, the decision ofthe 
board to sell meets with public approval as 
there has been a general complaint 
for years that the holding of 
these unimproved properties and the opposi- 
tion ofthe board to participate in any system 
of street improvements which involved the 
outlay of any money has been a great draw- 
back to the city.

Herman Behling, Accused of the Murder, 
Arrested at Home This Morning, After 
an All-Night Watch—He Denies His Con- 
nection With the Killing and Tells a 
Queer Story—The Post Mortem. . 


In a quarrel arising over the division line 
between two sand piles on the street in front 
of two new buildings on Illinois avenue near 
Miami street, Henry Steinmann, a stone 
mason, was brutally murdered by Herman 
Bebling, a plasterer, late yesterday afternoon. 
Steinmann was a stone mason who 
had charge of the foundations of 
a building directly adjoining the half- 
finished building where Behling was 
doing the plastering for the firm of Rung, 
Dietz & Bauer. Two wagon loads of sand to 
be used in making up the plaster and mortar 
had been dumped eut in front of the buildings 
on the street, so close together that it was 
hard to tell which was which. About 4 o’clock 
yesterday afternoon, while Hghling and bis 
fellow workman Spies were at work, 
Behling mixing the mortar and 
Spies carrying it up into the house, 
Steinmann came along and, thinking that 
Behling was taking sand from the wrong pile, 
told him to stop it immediately. Behling 
said he was using his own sand, and a dis- 
cussion arose in a mixture of German and 
English, during which Steinmann abused 
Behling and called him some very insulting 
names. Spies told him to stop talking 
that way and went into the building. 
Then, as far as can be learned from 
witnesses who were by, Behling struck Stein- 
mann witha hoe first with the back of it and 
then a second time with the sharp edge of the 
polished blade, Steinmann staggered Dack on 
to the embankment, on which the houses are 


dullt and 
DIED IMMEDIATELY. 


The second biow was fatal as the sharp hoe, 
swung with terrific force by Behling, who is 
almost a giant in strength and size, 
had taken off a large portion 


of Steinmann’s head from behind leaving the 
brain exposed and torn. Those near by rushed 
to the assistance of the injured man, but be- 
fore anything could be done he was dead. It 
was found necessa to bandage bir head 
tightly with a handkerchief to preve t his 
brains from falling out through the ho. ‘ible 
wound. 
Belling, seeing that he had killed Stein- 
told his boss that he was 
and wanted to xO home, 
and disappeared before the police arrived. 
Stelnmann's body was taken to the Morgue, 
and his relatives notified of his denth. 
The firstto arrive on the scene was Fred 
Steinmann, a younger brother of the mur- 
dered man. he sight of his murdered 
brother was too much for bim and he had to 
beled away from tbe horrible sight. Mrs. 
Steinmann, the wife of the murdered man, 
broke down completely upon hearing of ber 
husband’s death and fainted away in the 
Morgue, when she saw the horrible condition 


of the body. .

lived at 2030 Howard street with his wife. They 
had no children and were well fixed for peo- 
vie of their class. As soon as the murder was 
heard of by the police seepe were taken by Capt. 
Frangel of the Second District Station to cap- 
ture the murderer. Sergt. Dugge, with Officers 
Neun, Smith and Beckerton, were dressed in 
citizens’ clothes and sent to watch his house, 
No. 2621 Michigan avenue, the building being 
right out in the open commons almost alone. 
The four watched until 12 o’clock last night 
without seeing any signs of the man they were 
seeking. At 12 o’clock Officers Kirchner, 
Geiselman, Gutgesell and Danaher were sent 
asa relief to watch the place. A little after

slowly making his way over the commons 
toward the bouse. Officer Kirchner watched 
the man and followed him indoors, arriving 
there just as Behling was changing his shoes 
and getting out some clothes. The officer in- 
formed him that he was wanted. 
Behling said he knew what for 
and went to the station without 
offering any resistance. Officer Kirchner who 
made the capture isthe man who some years 
ago shot and killed the burglar Burns in 
Lafayette Park. Behling was lodged in the 
Soulard Street Station until about 10 o’clock, 
when he was taken to the Four Courts.

QUESTIONED ABOUT THE MURDER. 

He isa big;surly looking German and unable 
to speak English. Hesaid that while he was 
at work mixing mortar Steinmann came down 
and accused him of stealing sand, when some 
words followed, Steinmann calling him a 
— —. Spies then hit Steinmann with a 
shovel, and he (Behling) gave him a push 
with a hoe, knocking him over into the foun- 
dations, where he struck his head on a stone, 
killing himeeltf. 

Spies was hunted up this morning by Officer 
Smith and toidastory which did not agree 
with Behling’s story. He said that he had 
done no striking and bad taken no part in the 
thing save telling Steinmann that he must 
stop using the language he was. 

Spies went with Officer Smith and showed 
him the hoe which was used by Behlling when 
he struck the blow. The inquest willbe held 
at 8 o’clock this afternoon. 

a STATEMENT. 

Later inthe day Behling made the follow- 
ing statement to a PosT- DISPATCH reporter: 

**Steinmann came out and said I stole his 
sand. I said I did not, and he called mea 
d—m s— b—. John Spies was with me at that 
time, and when Steinmann picked up a 
shovel Spies took it away from him, 
and fas 6 came towards me 
I pushed him in the side with N hoe. He 
was close to the cellar and fell backwards, 
alighting on bis bead among the stones whicb 
covered the bottom. I jumped down and 
heiped him out, and then becoming frightened 
at what I had done Iran away and spent the 
night roaming about on the prairies west of 
that vicinity. I did not hit him and did 
not know he was dead until the officer told 
meso this morning when he arrested me at 
my home. The prisoner told his story in a 
straightforward manner and seemed sincere 
in his statement. He isa married man, 87 
years of age and bears a good name among 
his neighbors. 

Steinmann was a married man, 35 8 ola, 
with no children, and lived with bis wife at 
2080 Howard street. His relatives were at once 
informed of his sad fate, and a distressing 
scene took place at the Morgue. The young 
widow, so suddenly bereaved, went into hys- 
terics at the sight of the cold clay and 
was removed to her home in an unconscious 
condition. A younger brother, Fred Stein- 
mann, was wild with grief and passion, as 
told above. In his frenzy he raged like a mad 
man and incoherently denounced and pitied 
the murderer,_at the same moment. 

HE POST-MORTEM. 

At 11 a. m. to-day Dr. Charles Frank held a 
t-mortem examination on the remains of 
teinmann and found two wounds in the 
head. One on the left side of the skull, he at- 
tributes to a fall on some sharp rock. On the 
right side, directly over the ear, he found 
a depression in the skull with a portion 
of the bone about two inches long, projecting 
downward and penetrating the brain. Dr. 
Frank insists that this was caused by a blow 
with some biunt instrument. By this state- 
ment Behling’s story of accident loses 
strength. An Inquest will be held later.

GERMAN TIPFING. 


It Is Nicely Regulated, Though Foreigners 
Occasionally Disturb It. 


From the New York Sun, 

The continental German thinks that Ameri- 
cans don’t know much about tipping serv- 
ants properly. When be sees an American 
tourist give a waiter 5 cents for serving a 50- 
cent dinner, or pay a cabman 12 cents for an 
ll-cent ride, he ejaculates ‘‘ignoramus,’’ 
‘*sheepshead,’’ or ‘‘vulgar American. It 
never occurs to him that the American is an 


overgenerous man with a princely income. 
Such extravagant ti ping, according to Ger- 
man ideas, can result only from bad American 
breeding, or stupidity, or the general disorder 
Which a solid patriotic German who has never 
been fifty miles from his birthplace supposes 
to characterize everything American. 

In Germany a regular system of graded tips 
prevails. A prosperous, respectable German 
would as soon think of not saving Prosit!“ 
when he drinks, or of not shouting ‘‘Gesund- 
heit!’’ when his companion sneezes, as of tip- 
ping a servant one littie pfennig more than 
the system calisfor. Fora long time the sys- 
tem was unwritten law. Of late years, how- 
ever,a considerable literature has appeared on 
the subject. In 1887a Leipsic publishing house 
printed a fat volume on the origin, history and 
correct method of tipping. Since then pamph- 
lets of all sorts and sizes have appeared, 

These pamphiets are usually written ~ 
needy Herr Doctor out of a job, are entitied 
„Das Trinkgeld. deplore the necessity of 
giving a lazy German waitera cent and a 
quarter for delivering a a of beer,and con- 
gratulate the subjects ofthe great Bismarck 
and the Hohenzollerns because — don’t 
have to give such big tips as Engiishmen, 
Russians and Americans. 

The first rule of the German system of gra- 
tuities is to tip every subordinate or servant 
who does you aservice and does not own an 
establishment. The mfuimum tip Is five pfen- 
nigs, about one cent and a quarter. This is 
given to the waiter who serves a 5-cent cup 
of coffee, a 8-cent pint of beer, 
a 8&-cent dinner, a cent cigar, or 
any ordinary mixed drink. It is also the 
proper gratuity for tbe barber who has given 
you a4-cent shave. It is not enough, how- 
ever, for the waiter whe has served more than 
three glasses of beer or for the barber who has 
cut your hair and parted itdown the back of 
your neck. Ten pfennigs is then the correct 
amount. The waiter has a pretty big opinion 
ofa man who drinks wine, and expects some- 
thing right royal for pulling thecork. He is 
satisfied with 4cents. One cent more, howev- 
er, will raise his opinion and broaden his 
smile tremendously. In Germany a dollar 
dinner is a big thing. It ie the luxury of the 
nobility, officers, foreigners, and a few of the 
wealthiest tradespeopie. The man who éats 
itis supposed to be a German millionaire 
one-quarter of avn American millionaire) or 

etter. The waiter is prepared for unusual 
génerosity from millionaires. He won’t be 
content with less than 7 cents; 10 cents raise 
his servility to the topnotch. He bows him- 
self double every time a man who has given 
him a 10-cent tip looks at him, and leaps about 
—— acrobatic agility in response to every 
order. 

At first-class German hotels the guest of a 
week is expected to give his special waiter 
75 cents, the chambermaid 40 or 50 cents, 
the ‘*boots’’ 30 or 35 cents, and 
the portier about 60 cents. Plenty of 
other employes in a hotel turn up at 
the time of the guest’s departure in the hope 
of gouging him out ofa few cents. They are 
often successful with foreigners, although na- 
tive Germans always ignore them. About the 
only employe inaGerman hotel whose tips 
are exceptions to nearly all rules is the por- 
tier. He isa handsome hotel clerk with mili- 
tary manners turned loose ina splendid blue 
and gold uniform. He is turned loose so that 
he can stand before the hotel looking fine, 
and impressing upon every one the idea that 
such an elegant fellow must represent an ele- 
gant establishment. His duties in- 
volve the attempt o speak five or six 
languages, the bullying of all other em- 
ployes in the bouse, and the instruction of 
all guests as to the lions of the town, what 
they may find to do, and how they must do 
it. The portier is always on hand when any 
tipping is going on, and though he is usually 
satisfied with 60 or 70 cents he doesn’t turn a 
hair when he gets $2. Even Germans them 
selves are plundered by e portier. For 
Americans and Englishmen he is not much 
less expensive than a brigand ora body ser- 


vant. 

In traveling, Germans secure a great deal of 
extra comfort for small gratuities. The cab- 
man who drives a traveler to the train expects 
2 or 8 cents above the regular fare. The 
porter who carries bundles from the car- 
riage tothe train receives 5 or 6 cents. 
The train guard will try hard to re- 
serve a whole compartment for the passenger 
who tips him 12 cents. Twenty-five cents, 
however, is needed to put a guard on his met- 
tle. Germans of considerable wealth fre- 
quently save $2or$3 by traveling third-class 
and buying nearly allthe privileges of a sec- 
ond-class compartment from the guard for 15 
or 20 cents. 

The tipping of servants in private families 
is the most complicated part of the German 
system. Everyone in the household who gets 
ar or asalary, fromthe governess down 
to the cook, is ready to take gratuities from 
the visiturs and cailers upon the family. 
After a visit of a week a family friend should 
not 8s good-bye before he bas 
his little present to 
erness, the chambermaid, 
man, the cook, the buttons, and the butler. 
It a young man stays later than 10 o’clock 
when calling upon his girl and her 
frau mamma, he must give 2 or8 cents to the 
servant who unlocks the street door for him 
when he leaves. At dinner parties, card par- 
ties and balls the servants in the oioak - room, 
the dressing-room and atthe gardemgate are 
terribly disappointed if they are pot ‘‘remem- 
bered’’ by the departing guests. They gen- 
erally get 8 or 4 cents from every well-to-do 
German who respects himself. 

Of course the prime object of all Germans in 
tipping according to the rules of their exact 
and elaborate system igto save money. Hel- 
ter-skeiter tipping, like that in America, would 
be altogether ridiculous in a country like Ger- 
many, where most judges of high courts get 
only $1,200 ayear, and college professors often 
wait twenty years before they can even hope 
for $15 or a week. Half of the German Gov- 
ernment officials, who have no small opinions 
ofthemselves as social lions, probably feed 
their families for little more than the amount 
aNew Yorker spends annually in reckless 
tipping. That is the reason the conti- 
nental German calls the American tour- 
ists all sorte of uncomplimentary names when 
he sees them tip German servants in American 
fashion. He thinks that this New World dis- 
order is playing ducks and drakes with the 
nice economical system of the fatherland. He 
—— his opinions by telling the old story 
of how the Americans and English have, by 
their extrav nt tipping, spoiled all the ser- 
vants of eldelberg, Bingen, Bonn, and 
Weisbaden. Few remarks are more familiar 
to the American who bas lived in Germany 
than this: ‘‘Yes, that was a beautiful resort

Amerienns spoiled all the servants.’’

THE GAMBLING LAW FARCE. 

What are the police authorities going to 
do about the violations of the gambling 
law which are occurring constantly in 
this city? 7 

The answer to this question in the Tight 
of the past conduct of the police is easy. 
They have done practically nothing for a 
long time, and under the benign influence 
of police’ blindness and inactivity 
gambling of all kinds has thrived. 
Poker rooms have been running 
at full blast." Even faro and keno estab- 
lishments have been operated without 
much attempt at secrecy and the Post- 
DISPATCH revealed the fact yesterday that 
policy playing, the meanest and most 
swindling form of gambling, preys, prac- 
tically unchecked by police interfer- 
ence, upon miserable wretches who are 
slaves to the vice, and poor boys and men 
who are tempted by delusive hopes of gain 
into risking their wage pittances on the 
games. 

The Post-Dispatcu has frequently, of 
late, done detective work for the police 
and pointed out accurately, giving names 
and locations, defiant violations of the 
law. Butthe police authorities seem un- 
willing or unable to enforce the law. With 
the aid afforded them by the Posr-DIS- 
PATCH they have failed utterly to do their 
duty. It is impossible to believe that the 
extensive operations of swindling policy 
dealers, revealed by the Posr-Disraron, 
were unknown to-the police. Yet the po- 
licy shops flourished without interruption. 

A farcical enforcement of the gambling 
law is worse than having no law at all. 
The police authorities can give only one 
satisfactory answer to our question. It is 
em bodied in the vigorous enforcement of 
the law against every species of gambling 
embraced in the statutes. Anything else 
is a confession of inefficiency or something 
worse. 


ON SUNDAYS AND WEKK DAYS. 

The clean sweep of news made by the 
Post-DiIsPaTCH yesterday offers another 
striking instance of the superiority of a 
live, enterprising afternoon newspaper 
over its heavy, slow, morning contempo- 
raries. 

We do not call attention to yesterday’s 
achievement in the gathering and publi- 
cation of all the news because the record 
of the day differed in this respect from the 
record of every day, but because there was 
an unusual amount of interesting news 
which was all contained fully and accu- 
rately in the Post-DIsSPaTcH.

The foregoing embrace 
only the principal items, in addition to 
which there was a vast amount of inter- 
esting local information. 

The telegraphic and cable reports were 
not a whit behind the local reports in com- 
pleteness. The sinking of the steamer 
German Emperor, the reception of King 
HUMBERT in Berlin and all the news of 
the day, domestio and foreign, appeared 
in our columns, 

Yesterday furnished convincing proof, 
which is corroborated every week day 
and on Sunday, that the news in St. Louis 
and out of St. Louis appears first and in 
brighter and more attractive form in the 
POsT- DISPATCH. 
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THE record of one typical office-seeker 
in Washington since March 4 explains 
the increasing paleness of HARRISON and 
BLAINE. Henry RoGers attended the 
inauguration and applied for a consulate, 
and has never since abandoned the siege.

The Advance of Piutocracy. 
From the New York Won. * 

The echoes of Bishop Potter’s address are 
still reverberating throughout the country. 
Some of his critics, by answering what he did 
not say and affirming what he did not deny, 
seek to divert public attention from the main 
ideas of an address which is destined to be- 
come historic. 

Bishop Potter’s warning was against the 
steady rise of the money power into plutoc- 
racy. His lament was over the decline of the 
Government into ‘‘a huge machine,’’ exist- 
ing mainly for the purpose of rewarding par- 
tisan service and promoting private interests. 

A few facts will show the danger and prove 
the degeneracy. 

(I.) Plutooracy is the rule of wealth. 

What have we seen in every Presidential 
election in this country since 1876? The talk 
at the campaign headquarters of both parties 
is always money, MONEY, MONEY. ‘‘We need 
MONEY, and need it at once, wrote Presi- 
dent Foster, of the Tariff League, to the rich 
manufacturers of Pennsylvania ‘‘who make 
large fortunes every year when the times are 
good.“ We can win if we have the 
MONEY,’’ said Chairman Quay to John 
Wanamaker, who forthwith proceeded to 
raise and turn over $400,000, the exact use of 
which he did not want to know. In spite 
of its talk of being over-matched in the 
news of war, the Democratic National 
Committee probably bad and spent more 
money last year than the Democrats ever 
before used in a national campaign. 

National elections are notoriously decided, 
when the parties are so nearly evenly matched 
as they have been for the past twelve years, 
by the longer purse and the greater skill in 
the use of money. 

(2.) gut our Presidents have been poor men, 
say the sophbists and Pharisees. 

Yes, but what Roscoe Oonkling called the 
„hidden and abhorrent foroes that have 
elected them are not poor. The tariff barons 
are not poor. The railway kings are not poor. 
The coal and iron and lumber and copper 
magnates are not poor. Jay Gould was not 
poor when he gave, as certified by Stephen B. 
Dorsey, $100,000 toward electing Garfield in 
1880, under a written stipulation that the lat- 
ter would not appoint a Supreme Court Judge 
except to Gould’s satisfaction. 

That the men of money have not entered the 
domain of politics in vain ie attested by the 
protection enjoyed and the immunity secured, 
in the nation, States and cities, by the Pacific 
rallway companies and by various corpora- 
tions, trusts and other monopolies which 
thrive at the public expense. 

(3.) The Money Power has invaded the Senate. 

Formerly, and not very long ago, pre-emi- 
nent talent for the public service, the highest 
character for honor, a wide knowledge of the 
history and science of government or great 
debating and oratorical power was necessary 
to secure an election to the United States 
Senate. For seventy years the roll 
of the Senate was a roll of fame. 
To-day a considerable proportion of its 
members owe their chief distinction to their 
wealth. The election of several of the Re- 
publicans was notoriously purchased, either 
by themselves or the corporations which 
they serve. This is aleo true of two of the six 
Democratic Senators from the Northern 
States; and in the case of one of them the 
Senate accepted the stigma by refusing to in- 
vestigate a direct charge of corruption, pre- 
ferred by the Legislature of the State, on the 
preposterous plea that the alleged bribery 
took place in a caucus—where all Senatorial 
elections are practically settled in advance 
and where the vote-buying is done. If a vote 
in the Senate were confined to those who are 
free or are disposed to vote conscientiously 
in the public interest, there would rarely bea 
quorum voting. The Senate is fast coming to 
represent not the States, but the money 
power or a political ring within the States. 

(4.) Money secures men other high offices. 

In a true democracy the fittest men are 
chosen to office. In this country rich men 
buy offices as decorations, orare given them 
in reward for campaign contributions. An 
honest poor man can no longer reasonably as- 
pire to high office. The present Vice-Presi- 
dent would never have held an office except 
for his money and his willingness to give it to 
help the party. John Wanamaker would 
never have been thought of fora Cabinet po- 
sition had he not raised the largest contribu- 
tion to the Harrison campaign fund. What 
would Boss Platt be without his ability to give, 
to raise and to use money, to make deals“ 
and to pull wires? Is it pessimism 
to point from Marcy and Seward to 
Croker and Platt? Is it unduly praising the 
past times at the expense of the present to 
say that in the earlier days of the Republic 
political teaders attracted men by their ideas, 
captivated them by eloquence and dominated 
by the divine right of superior intellect and 
greater force of character? 

Bishop Potter was right. There has been a 
‘*use of the money power“ and a degradation 
of politics in this country. A plutocracy 
seeks power to protect and to increase its 
wealth and for personal and social distino- 
tion. The spollsmongers seek power to re- 
ward their followers and to live without 
working.

The Election of a Standing Committee for 
the Next Three*Years—Bishop Tuttle Not 
Allowed to Vote—Reports of Various Om 
cers—This Afternoon’s Segsion—Mission- 
ary Meeting at St. Peter’s Church This 
Evening. 


The Episcopal Convention of the Diocese of 
Missouri reassembled this morning at 10 
o’clock in the chapel of Christ Churoh 
Cathedral. After the roll call Rt. Rev. 
Bishop Tuttle announced the appointment 
ofthe following committees: Admission of 
new Parishes, Revs.

NEw Tonk, May 22.—Frank Templeman, who 
was arrested last night and is now in a cell at 
the police headquarters on a charge ot. sub- 
ornation of perjury, is, jin the opinion of In- 
spector Byrnes, the worst rascal that has ever 
been In his clutches. The belief Js natural, 
for Templeman undertook to induee persons 
to swear that the Inspector and District At- 
torney Fellows were joined in a conspiracy 
with Private Detective James E. Wilson 
to defraud the city. Detective Wilson 
was employed by District Attorney Fellows to 
watch the talesman and render other services 
in the Kerr bribery case. He put lu a bill for 
$5,047. which was audited properly. The war- 
rant for payment was signed by Comptroller 
Myers and Chamberiain Ivins, but Mayor 
Grant refused to sign it, thinking the bill too 
big and seeing no need for Wilkinson’s em- 
ployment. He finally sent the bill to tne 
commissioners of accounts. They made 
an inquiry and had arrived at 
the conclusion that Wilkinson should 
be paid, when on Friday last they 


were called on by a city officer, whom they 
decline to identify. He intormed them that 
there was a man named Frank Templeman 
who would swear that the Wilkinson bill was 
a fraud and if it was paid the money would 
be divided between Inspector Byrnes, Dis- 
trict Attorney Fellows and Wilkinson. The 
Commissioners of Accounts sent a note to 
Templeman asking him to call on them. He 
called the following morning. He said he had 
been employed by Wilkinson but had left him 
because the latter was a fraud. 

: TEMPLEMAN’S STORY. 

**Il can prove that the bill is a sham, and 
that the money on it is to be divided bet ween 
Byrnes, Fellow and Wilkinson,’’ said Temple- 
man. ‘‘I have seen checks for Byrnes in Wil- 
kinson’s office. I know a man who is as near 
to Wilkinson as his shirt, who wili help to 
prove what I say.’’ 

Templeman promised to present himself and 
his witness on Monday morning. He presented 
himself aloné at the appointed time. When 
asked where his witness was, he an- 
swered that he was within call, 
but that it was necessary for the 
commissioners to talk business first. He and 
his associutes must havethe means to pro- 
tect themselves against the power of Byrnes 
and Fellows. They must have $500 each be- 
fore they told their tale. On being informed 
that the commissioners ef accounts could not 
get money from the City Treasury without 
vouchers, be agreed to take éach for 
himself and his associate down and accept 
a 8 for the remainder. A 
provisional agreement having thus been 
made, he and his witnesses were 
to appear before the commissioners 
Wednesday morning. Soon after he ieft two 
other private detectives, Conway and Brack- 
en, visited the commissioners, Conway said

Conway told Templeman he would think the 
matter over and ae to meet him later. 
Then Conway called on Wilkinson, told him 
the story and was advised to get Templeman 
to tell it over again in the hearing of wit- 
nesses. He took the advice. He put Bracken 
under his bed, and from this place of vantage 
Bracken heard Templeman renew his proposl- 
tion to Conway, who agreed to accept it. On 
Monday morning eae and Templeman 
went down to the Stewart Buiiding. The lat 
ter went up to the Commissioners of Ac- 
counts’ office and made his proposition for 
money, leaving the former on the street. 
On coming out again Templeman said: 
‘It’s all fright,’’ and he and Conway 
took a walk together. When they parted 
Bracken, who had followed them, joined 
Conway anckaccompanied him to the office of 
the Commissioners of Accounts. Both made 
affidavits corroborative ofone another. They 
had just finished doing this when Inspector 
Byrnes came into the office and said he bad 
heard the commissioners had offered $1,000 
for the means to convict him ofan attempt to 
profit by the Wilkinson bill and to demand 
what they meant by such action. He was told 
the facts. He, with Commissioners Holahan 
and Harker, and Conway and Bracken, went 
before the Grand-jury yesterday. On their 
testimony Templeman was indicted for subor- 
nation of perjury.

THE GAMBLING LAW FARCE. 


Ss 


What are the police authorities going to 
do about the violations of the gambling 
law which are occurring constantly in 
this city? : 

The answer to this question in the fight 
of the past conduct of the police is easy. 
They have done practically nothing for a 


| long time, and under the benign influence 


of police’ blindness and inactivity 
gambling of all kinds has thrived. 
Poker rooms have been running 
at full blast. Even faro and keno estab- 
lishments have been operated without 
much attempt at secrecy and the Post- 
DISPATCH revealed the fact yesterday that 
policy playing, the meanest and most 
swindling form of gambling, preys, prac- 
tically unchecked by police interfer- 
ence, upon miserable wretches who are 
slaves to the vice, and poor boys and men 
who are tempted by delusive hopes of gain 
into risking their wage pittances on the 
games. 

The Post-Dispatcu has frequently, of 
late, done detective work for the police 
and pointed out accurately, giving names 
and locations, defiant violations of the 
law. But the police authorities seem un- 
willing or unable to enforce the law. With 
the aid afforded them by the Post-Dits- 
PATCH they have failed utterly to do their 
duty. It is impossible to believe that the 
extensive operations of swindling policy 
dealers, revealed by the Posr-Disraron, 
were unknown to-the police. Yet the po- 
licy shops flourished without interruption. 

A farcical enforcement of the gambling 
law is worse than having no law at all. 
The police authorities can give only one 
satisfactory answer to our question. It is 
em bodied in the vigorous enforcement of 
the law against every species of gambling 
embraced in the statutes. Anything else 
is a confession of inefliciency or something 
worse. 


ON SUNDAYS AND WEKK DAYS. 

The clean sweep of news made by the 
Post-DisPaTCH yesterday offers another 
striking instance of the superiority of a 
live, enterprising afternoon newspaper 
over its heavy, slow, morning contempo- 
raries.

The Advance of Piutocracy. 
From the New York Wor Lp. 

The echoes of Bishop Potter’s address are 
still reverberating throughout the country. 
Some of his critics, by answering what he did 
not say and affirming whathe did not deny, 
seek to divert public attention from the main 
ideas of an address which is destined to be- 
come historic. 

Bishop Potter’s warning was against the 
steady rise of the money power into plutoc- 
racy. His lament was over the decline of the 
Government into ‘‘a huge machine,’’ exist- 
ing mainly for the purpose of rewarding par- 
tisan service and promoting private interests. 

A few facts will show the danger and prove 
the degeneracy. 

(I.) Plutocracy is the rule of wealth. 

What have we seen in every Presidential 
election in this country since 1876? The talk 
at the campaign headquarters of both parties 
is always money, MONEY, MONEY. ‘‘We need 
MONEY, and need it at once, wrote Presi- 
dent Foster, of the Tariff League, to the rich 
manufacturers of Pennsylvania ‘‘who make 
large fortunes every year when the times are 
good.“ We can win if we have the 
MON ET, said Chairman Quay to John 
Wanamaker, who forthwith proceeded to 
raise and turn over $400,000, the exact use of 
which he did not want to know. In spite 
of its talk of being over-matched in the 
‘*sinews of war, the Demoocratic National 
Committee probably dad and spent more 
money last year than the Democrats ever 
before used in a national campaign. 

National élections are notoriously decided, 
when the parties are so nearly evenly matched 
as they have been for the past twelve years, 
by the longer purse and the greater skill in 
the use of money. 

(2.) ut our Presidents have been poor men, 
say the sophbists and Pharisees. 

Yes, but what Roscoe Conkling called the 
„hidden and abhorrent forces’’ that have 
elected them are not poor. The tariff barons 
are not poor. The railway kings are not poor. 
The coal and iron and lumber and copper 
magnates are not poor. Jay Gould was not 
poor when he gave, as certified by Stephen B. 
Dorsey, $100,000 toward electing Garfield in 
1880, under a written stipulation that the lat- 
ter would not appoint a Supreme Court Judge 
except to Gould’s satisfaction. 

That the men of money have not entered the 
domain of politics in vain ie attested by the 
protection enjoyed and the immunity secured, 
in the nation, States and cities, by the Pacific 
railway companies and by various corpora- 
tions, trusts and other monopolies which 
thrive at the public expense. 

(3.) The Money Power has invaded the Senate. 

Formerly, and not very long ago, pre-emi- 
nent talent for the public service, the highest 
character for honor, a wide knowledge of the 
history and science of government or great 
debating and oratorical power was necessary 
to secure an election to the United States 
Senate. For seventy years the roll 
of the Senate was a roll of fame. 
To-day a considerable proportion of its 
members owe theirchief distinction to their 
wealth. The election of several of the Re- 
publicans was notoriously purchased, either 
by themselves or the corporations which 
they serve. This is aleo trbe of two of the six 
Democratic Senators from the Northern 
States; andinthe case of one of them the 
Senate accepted the stigma by refusing to in- 
vestigate a direct charge of corruption, pre- 
ferred by the Legislature of the State, on the 
preposterous plea that the alleged bribery 
took place in a caucus—where all Senatorial 
elections are practically settled in advance 
and where the vote-buying isdone. If a vote 
in the Senate were confined to those who are 
free or are disposed to vote conscientiously 
in the public interest, there would rarely bea 
quorum voting. The Senate is fast coming to 
represent not the States, but the money 
power or a political ring within the States. 

(4.) Money secures men other high offices. 

In a true democracy the fittest men are 
chosen to office. In this country rich men 
buy offices as decorations, orare given them 
in reward for campaign contributions. An 
honest poor man can no longer reasonably as- 
pire to high office. The present Vice-Presi- 
dent would never have held an office except 
for his money and his willingness to give it to 
help the party. John Wanamaker would 
never have been thought of fora Cabinet po- 
sition had he not raised the largest contribu- 
tion to the Harrison campaign fund. What 
would Boss Piatt be without his ability to give, 
to raise and to use money, to make ‘‘deals’’ 
and to pull wires? Is it pessimism 
to point from Marcy and Seward to 
Croker and Platt? Is it unduly praising the 
past times at the expense of the present to 
say that in the earlier days of the Republic 
political leaders attracted men by their ideas, 
captivated them by eloquence and dominated 
by the divine right of superior intellect and 
greater force of character? 

Bishop Potter was right. There has been a 
use of the money power“ and a degradation 
of politics in this country. A plutocracy 
seeks power to protect and to increase its 
wealth and for personal and social distino- 
tion. The spollsmongers seek power to re- 
ward their followers and to live without 
working. It is high time for a revival of real 
republicanism anda new declaration of true 
democracy in this country. We need in fact, 
as we have in theory, a government of the 
people, by the people, for the people, instead 
of a government of politicians, by money, for 
classes.

The Election of a Standing Committee for 
the Next Three*Years—Bishop Tuttle Not 
Allowed to Vote—Reports of Various Om - 
cers—This Afternoon’s Segsion—Mission- 
ary Meeting at St. Peter's Church This 
Evening. 


The Episcopal Convention of the Diocese of 
Missouri reassembled this morning at 10 
o’clock in the chapel of Christ Churoh 
Cathedral. After the roll call Rt. Rev. 
Bishop Tuttle announced the appointment 
ofthe following committees: Admission of 
new Parishes, Revs.

Frank Templeman in Jail on a Charge of 
Subornation of Perjury—The Schemer’s 


lows and Others in the Alleged Conspiracy 
-A Clever Rascal Indicted. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DisPaton. 
NEw YORK, May 22.—Frank Templeman, who 


the police headquarters on a charge of.sub- 
ornation of perjury, is, jin the opinion of In- 
spector Byrnes, the worst rascal that has ever 
been in his clutches. The belief is natural, 
for Templeman undertook to induce persons 
to swear that the Inspector and District At- 
torney Fellows were joined in a conspiracy 
with Private Detective James E. Wilson 
to defraud the city. Detective Wilson 
was employed by District Attorney Fellows to 
watoh the talesman and render other services 
in the Kerr bribery case. He put in a bill for 
$5,047. which was audited properly. The war- 
rant for payment was signed by Comptroller 
Myers and Ohamberlain Ivins, but Mayor 
Grant refused to sign it, thinking the bill too 
big and seeing no need for Wilkinson’s em- 
ployment. He finally sent the bill to tne 
commissioners of accounts. They made 
an inquiry and had arrived at 
the conclusion that Wilkinson should 
be paid, when on Friday last they 


were called on by a city officer, whom they 
decline to identify. He intormed them that 
there was a man named Frank Templeman 
who would swear that the Wilkinson bill was 
a fraud and if it was paid the money would 
be divided between Inspector Byrnes, Dis- 
trict Attorney Fellows and Wilkinson. The 

Ommissioners of Accounts sent a note to 
Templeman asking him to call on them. He 
called the following morning. He said he had 
been employed by Wilkinson but had left him 
because the latter was a fraud. 

TEMPLEMAN’S STORY. 

„1 can prove that the bill is asham, and 
that the money on it is to be divided bet ween 
Byrnes,Fellow and Wilkinson,’’ said Temple- 
man. oe have seen checks for Byrnes in Wil- 
kinson’s office. I know a man who is as near 
to Wilkinson as his shirt, who will help to 
prove what I say.’’ 

Templeman promised to present himself and 
his witness on Monday morning. He presented 
himself aloné at the appointed time. When 
asked where his witness was, he an- 
swered that he was within call, 
but that it was necessary for the 
commissioners to talk business first. He and 
his associutes must bavethe means to pro- 
tect themselves agelnet the power of Byrnes 
and Fellows. They must have $500 each be- 
fore they told their tale. On being informed 
that the commissioners ef accounts could not 
get money from the City Treasury without 
vouchers, he agreed to take $250 each for 
himself and his associate down and accept 
a — for the remainder. A 
provisional agreement having thus been 
made, he and his witnesses were 
to appear before the commissioners 
Wednesday morning.

To bite the pawnbroker ‘particularly, 
but, generally, anybody who might try 
them with file and acid. Copper, when 
touched by the acid,causeés it to boil up avivid 
green color, while silver only shows grey and 
— reen is what the inexpert are on the look - 
out for. 

Doubtless a very large proportion of the 
chains made in that Nassau street loft went 
directly to pawnbrokers who, employing 
their ordinary methods of testing, were 
as likely to be deceived by the in- 
— filed hollow gold wire as any- 

else might have been. A deal of 
skiliandcunning are constantly employed in 
devising and executing schemes to beat“ 
pawnbrokers, and sufficient success attends 
those endeavors to sour the tempers of even 
the most genial and optimistic ‘‘uncies’’— 
supposing that any such exist. One such de- 
vice that came to light in a Bowery pawn-shop 
recently, too late to prevent being caught by 
it, however, took the material form of a large, 
beavy and apparently valuable seal ring of 
solid gold, with an engraved monogram in the 
onyx setting. The ends ot the box“ con- 
taining the setting and the edges of the hoop 
encircling the finger upon which it was worn 
were of good gold, but all the 
of the metal was a ase alloy, having 
the color and almost the weight of gold, but 
of almost no value. Theedgeand end plates 
had simply been soldered on. Evidently, the 
thing had been gotten up expressly to deceive 
pawnbrokers. It is their practice, when a 
gold ring is offered as a pledge, to rub its 
edge on a bit of whetstoneand test the color 
with a touch of acid. This ring stood the test 
perfectly, for the only spots liable to be 
rubbed were solid gold, but its worth was not 
overadollar, while the unfortunate pawn- 
broker had advanced $8 upon it, Of course it 
had been offered in the evening, when the 
light was not good enough for detection by 
sight, even with a glass, of the fraudulent 
joining of the metals. 

Over on the east side of the city, In the 
Tenth and Seventeenth Wards, live a great 
many skillful jewelers, workmen, who, by 
reason of the large competition in their 
industry, never get very large wages, and 
who, owing to the periodicity of the jewelry 
manufacturing business, which has short 
seasons of abnormal activity, with long 
stretches of duliness between, can never 
count upon steady employment for the 
maintenance of themselves and their fre- 
quentiy large families. Numbers of these 
men, when out of employment by manufac- 
turers, work at home two or three days of 
each week and devote the remaining time to 
disposing, with the aid of their families—of 
the p ucts of their industry. The things 
they make are technically known in 
the trade as **garret- shop oods.’’ 
Their capital being small an their 
skill often very considerable, they 
turn out work at exceedingly low cost and of 
very little value, that looks exceedingly well, 
at least until ic has had a little wear—and nat- 
nrally they seek for the — ne attainable re- 
turns for their labor. Cunn ne in the compo- 
sition of ailoys, apt in copying or designin 
graceful forms, deft in modeling them an 
skillful inthe economical application of the 
littie bite of gold that they—having neither 
crucible nor furnace and needing none—melt 
upon charcoal with a blow-pipe, they will 

et up a ring not really worth a dol- 
ar, which they will probable sell in a saloon 
or to some woman at her home for K or $5, 
possibly even more. The sympathy-evoking 
tale of hard times, ring cherished as a 
memento of affection,’’ ‘‘bread more needed 
than jewels,’’ and all that sort of thing, goes 
without extra charge. If all eise fails, there 
is the pawn-troker to fall back upon, and it is 
with an eye to him that the gold is put where 
it will do most good. 

Bat it is not only the poverty-driven work- 
men who play such sharp tricks in the jewel 
business nor even the unscrupulots manu- 
facturers who make gold chains of silver- 
filled wire. It is a fact well known 
now among diamond experts that 
an ‘‘oil color’’ or yellowish diamond, if 
dipped in blue aniline ink willshow no trace 
of its yellowish tinge, but seem a brilliant pure 
white stone of many times the value of its 
dingy brother—until it is washed, and it bas to 
bé washed in alcohol to exposeits real char- 
acter. That discovery was madein Paris. It 
is said to bea matter of positive knowledge 
and common whispered report in the trade, 
that when thetriek became kfiown to a certain 
firm of diamond dealers in New York, they 
made a bold plunge for sudden fortune. 
Not only did they buy up all the 8 
looking yellow stones they coul get 
cheaply heré, but ordered a large quantity 
from Europe. An anllene bath for the lot 
transformed them into white brilliants. Then, 
several men were sent out traveling all over 
the country, to sell and pawn those wetamor- 
phosed diamonds for as much as they could 
obtain. In nearly all instances, the prices 
put upon them were high enough to avert 
suspicion as to either their value or 
the right to dispose of them, yet suf- 
ficiently below the value of stones their 
weight and apparent purity, to make 
them seem great bargains, and warrant the 
excuse of ‘‘temporarily short ori wouldn’t 
part with it tor any suchsum.’’ Many thon- 
sands of dollars were cleared by these shrewd 
and active salesmen for their employers, in 
the course of their fight—which was pursued 
with almost meteoric rapidity—over the coun- 
try before the aniline trick was exposed and 
the game could be played no further. 

The most common trick now on the 
buyer of jewelry is in palming off upon 
him ‘‘doublets’’ for solid stones, but that 
is recognized as legitimate, and honest 
dediers generally take care to inform pur- 
chasers when a stone is a ‘‘doublet.’’ That, 
however, is not deemed necessary by the ped- 
diers of jewelry who swarm in saloons, invade 
offices and infest private houses, offering 
ee ains’’ to the unwary. The ‘‘doub- 
let is a thin superficial slice of real stone 
imposed upon a bit of tinted flint glass or of 
crystal, and would ‘‘deceive even the elect’’ 
if they were not trained to its detection, which 
is rendered still more dificult when it is set.

The Story-Readers Scent the Aspiring Nov- 
elist From Afar and Decide to Reject 
Her Offering Without Reading It—FEx- 
perienves at the Century,“ Har- 
per’s’’ and ‘‘Scribner’s."’

NEW York, May 17. 
LL Enow that re- 
cruits in the army 
of literature have 
great difficulty in 
getting manuscripts 
accepted. As a gen- 
eral thing they are 
content to sneak the 
precious parcel into 
a letter- box and wait 
as the days go by, 
hoping and fearing, 
until the postman 
brings back the de- 
cision. Few are 
brave enough to face 
editorial presence, 
but the writer determined to see for herself 
what the experience was like. 

To realize the struggies of an unsuccessful 
writer it is first necessary to write a story 
which would be emphatically refused by every 
editor who had the misfortune to read it. No 
sparks of latent genius should  radi- 
ate its pages. It must be an 
impossible story, tedious and common- 
place. It was finished in a week, and 
after some consideration the title A Useless 
Sacrifice’’ was decided upon. It contained 
12,000 words, fourteen chapters, and com- 
menced with the time-honored sentence, ‘‘It 
was the close of a warm June day.

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ELECTION OFFENDERS. 


THE UNITED STATES MARSHAL Is LOOKING 
FOK THEM TO-DAY. 


Eighth Ward Politicians Indicted for Com- 
plicity in the Naturalization Frauds of 
Last October—The Serious Question Now 
Pending—Another Trip to Washington 
Made by the Other Fellow. 


Marshal Emerson to-day placed capiases for 
the arrest of eight election offenders 
in the hands of his deputies. These 
have been issued on the indictments 
returned by the Grand-jury just before ad- 
journment. District Attorney Reynolds is 
now preparing more evidence for submission 
to the jury when it reassembles on 
the 10th prox. Unless Judge Thayer decides 
that the Court of Criminal Correction 
has no authority to issue naturalization pa- 
pers the investigation will continue. The 
lawyers who heard the arguments on the de- 
murrer are of the opinion that the 
defendant failed to make his point on the 
illegality of the papers issued by the Court 
of Criminal Correction. The one point on 
which the defendant may probably se- 
cure 4 dismissal of this particu- 
lar charge is that the indictment 
fails to aver that Deputy Clerk Wm. L. Fitz- 
gerald ofthe Court of Criminal Oorrection, 
who administered the oath to Delegate Julius 
Lehmann was ‘‘authorized’’ toadminister the 
oath. This is a very small hook on which to 
hang such an important claim. The indict- 
ment recites the purpose of the proceeding, 
the place and the fact that the oath was ad- 
ministered by one of the officers of the court. 
Should Judge Thayer hold the indictment 
defective in this respect, it would be no bar 
to the prosecution of Lehmann on a new 
indictment. If the Court, however, 
holds thatthe Court of Criminal Correction 
is not such a tribunal as was contemplated by 
the Federal statute in assigning the

Some of the Horrible Doses the Doctors Mix 
for Their Patients.

The New York Chinese doctors are begin- 
ning to lose their hold upon their heretofore 
devoted clients. This has been accomplished 
by simple but solid American medical genius. 
It has been the custom ever since the Chinese 
colony began to put on airs’’ in New York 
for sick Chinamen from all parts of 
the country this side of the Rocky 
Mountains to come to Gotham to consult with 
their big medicine men, of whom there are 


Over a dozen who have their fantastic shingles 
hung up in Mott street upon the doors of their 
domleiles. Beside this, they have a bigger 
979 pat and heavier doses than their 
merican competitors. These Chinese phy- 
sicians will devote from two to six hours to 
feeling your pulse, and all for the munificent 
sum of from a quarter to a filty-cent piece. 

Imagine a man who, having taken a big 
dose of opium with the avowed purpose of 
having his carcass housed in Evergreen Ceme- 
tery as early as possible, so that his bones 
may be ready for gts shipment to China, 
having a doctor with big round eyeglasses sit 
down to feel the poor fellow’s pulse for two 
hours and a half and then give him the fol- 
lowing prescription to be boiled into a soup 
and then drunk:

The Gambling Law Still Stands 
on the Statute Books. 


Hopes of the Sports for the Return 
ot the Old Days of Keno 
and Faro Blasted. 


The Framer of the Johnson Act Explains 
the Effect of Judge Brace’s Recent 
Opinion—Poker Is a Misdemeanor but 
Faro Is a Felony—The Newbury Bill 
Does Not Repeal the Laws of 1881— 
Nothing New in the Supreme Court Con- 
struction of the Poker Clause. 


HE decision of the Supreme 
Court of Missouri, rend- 


ered onday, to the 
effect pack of cards 
is not mbling device is 


one of considerable interest 

in this State, where for the 

past eight years gambling 
2 has been prohibited. Some 

question has arisen as to the 
effect of this decision on the statute enacted 
in 18681. By many the opinion has been 
interpreted as meaning that if a deck 
of cards is not in the eyes of the law a gam- 
bling device, the game in which they were 
brought to the attention of the court is not 
gambling. 

Ex-Gov. Chas. P. Johnson, who framed the 
gambling law, was asked this morning con- 
cerping the effect of the opinion. He bas just 
returned from Jefferson City, where he argued 
@ case in the Supreme Court. Speaking of 
the decision, Gov. Johnson said: The de- 
Cision is what has always been the con- 
struction of the statute. The only change 
that bas been made in that section 
which makes a certain kind of gambling a 
felony has been to insert one more game and 
to make the penalty imprisonment with fine 
either in the County Jail or the Penitentiary; 
under that law before the penalty was 
changed the game of poker couldn’t be prose- 
cuted under that section. If prosecuted at all 
it was prosecuted under another section. 
The game of poker bas always been consid- 
ered very different from faro deaiing or hav- 
ing a keno establishment or a rouiette table. 
These are all games where the play is against 
the house—against the dealer. The game of 
poker is a game that is played by a party—one 
against the other, 

The decision of Judge Brace is simply a re- 
iteration of what has been the constraction of 
the law of Missourifor years. It was never 
attempted till that case was prosecuted in 
Kansas City to make poker come within the 

surview of that section which included faro, 

eno, roulette and other like gaming devices. 
The prosecution was evidently instituted to 
test the question whether it could be brought 
within the purview of the section called the 
Johnson law. 

‘Some time ago, when these raids

CAN’T CATCH THEM, 


Chief of Police Huebler Says the Lottery 
Venders are Too Shrewd. 


Chief of Police Huebler was seen this morn- 
ing and interviewed in regard to the policy 
and lottery expose published in last evening’s 
POST-DISPATCH. ‘‘We are not asleeep,’’ 
said the Chief. These policy plays have 


never been fully stopped, and it is the most 
difficult thing inthe world to obtain a con- 
viction. The manner in which their opera- 
tions are conducted are peculiar and unusually 
cautious. 

The policy operator approaches a negro on 
some side street, or in a convenient 
— pulls out a little memorandum 
book and asks him if ne wants to make a play. 
Upon receiving an affirmative response the 

layer takes the pencil and jots down on the 

ook the numbers which he thinks will 
while the operator takes his 
dime and gives him a little slip 
of paper as a receipt. Few words 
are exchanged. No excitement is occasioned, 
and the oporator moves on to hunt for a new 
victim. When the ‘‘drawings’’ take place 
somebody makes a hit“ of a hundred or 
two, and he tells all his friends about his 
luck, while those who lose their dimes say 
nothing. Not one out ot a hundred negroes 
would ever say anything against the game on 
the street and fewer yet can be induced to tell 
the truth when placed on the witness stand. 
We have had all of the games mentioned in 
the PosT-DISPATCH spotted for some months, 
but have not been able to secure any 
testimony upon which to risk an arrest. 
But a few weeks ago we convicted Victor 
Jordan of selling lottery tickets for the Little 
Louisiana scheme. which has its headquar- 
ters in Kansas City, and in the Court of Crimi- 
nal Correction he was fined $200 for this of- 
fense. These men are the slickest fellows in 
the business, and only sell their policy plays 
to those men who they know will perjure 
themselves if placed on the witness stand. 

POLICE COMMISSIONER GEORGE H. SMALL 
was seen on Change this morning and asked 
why r was permitted to run iu the city. 

The first and only information I have re- 
ceived about r, remarked Mr. Small, ‘‘is

The Parties Tell Judge Withrow Wherein He

to the Law—Found for the Company.

The decision of Judge Withrow in the Bert 
divorce case has not put an end to the litiga- 
tion, but on the contrary served to stir it up 
again. Motions for a new trial were 
filed this morning by Messrs. Bent- 
ley & Peabody tor Mrs. Geneva 
Bert and by Messrs. Lee &4 Ellis 
for Mr. John H. Bert. The grounds taken by 
Mrs. Bert’s attorney for a motion for a new 
trial are as follows: 

1 1. The finding of the Court is contrary to 


aw. 

2. The finding ef the Court is against the 
ev idence and the weight of evidence given at 
the trial. 

8. The Court erred in allowing or admitting 
improper and illegal evidence on part of de- 
fendant against objections of plaintiff. 

4. The court refused to admit proper legal 
—2 competent evidence offered by the plain; 


tiff. 

5. The finding of the court underthe proof 
in the case and the law should have been in 
favor of the plaintiff and against the defend- 
ant. 

6. The finding of the court is wrong and 
unjust as againstthe plaintiffand her child, 
in the light of the evidence in this case and 
the law governing the same. 

7. The finding of the court is against the 
just and proper rules and seatiment govern- 
ing the family and society and is against 
public policy. 

Messrs. Lee & Ellis make almost the same 
points, but not quite so many. They want 
the case tried over again: 

1. Because the court erred in dismissing 
the defendant’s cross bill. 

The court should have rendered a decree 
of divorce in favor of the defendant and 
against the plaintiff. 

3. The Court erred in admitting incompetent 
meee, in behalf of plaintiff.

5. Under the pleadings and evidence in the 
case the defendant was entitled to a judgment 
and decree for divorce in his bebalf.

Withrow will probably pass on them before

A WOMAN’S LOYALTY. 


An Incident That Increases One’s Respect 
for Human Nature. 


From the Augusta Journal. 

Iwellremember a visit tothe New Hamp- 
shire State Prison at Concord which I made a 
few years ago in company with several 
friends. One little incident of that visit 
made a vivid impression on my mind. Inthe 
horse cars with us on our way to the prison 
sat a quiet, sad-faced little woman. She was 
neatly and plainly dressed and had a certain 


air of refinement about her which 
showed berto bea lady. Shecame into the 
prison guard room with us, and was at once 
shown to the warden's private office. A 
moment later, as I stood looking out through 
heavy-barred windowd, across the stone- 
paved prison yard at the plain gloomy look- 
ing stone buildings containing the work 
shops, the doorof oneof them opened and 
an officer holding in his hand a heavy re- 
volver stood out upon the granite steps. A 
moment later a tall, finely-formed man 
clad inthe black and red suit of the 
prison, passed ont infron of him. As he 
came slowly across the prison yardI saw 
that his face was a handsome and an intelii- 
gent one. There was something in his ap- 
pearance and bearing which, despite his 
prison garb, proclaimed thetraining and the 
instincts of a gentieman. 1 watched him as he 
came up the steps tothe guard room, and a 
moment later through the partly open door of 
the warden’s office I saw him clasp to his 
heart the little woman who had been our fel- 
low- passenger and who threw herself into his 
arms with a passionate love. Then the door 
was closed to shut out from curious eyes all 
further sight of that interview. 1 
looked again’ across the prison yard, 

but there was a mist. before my eyes 
that seemed to shut off everything. Later I 
learned that the man was aforger. ‘‘He came 
from a good family, I believe,’’ said the 
guard, in answer to my inquiries. That !it- 
tle woman is his wife. She has been true as 
steel through it all. He's one of the best be- 
haved men in the prison and will get consid- 

erable time off his sentence on that account. 

He has two years more, Somehow, I 
couldn’t heip feeling that when that man 
came out from prison he would go to tnat lit- 
tle woman and with her help, lead an honest 
life. Any community which would deliber- 
ately add one pany to those already endured 
by that woman would be worse than heathen.

A CASE OF KIDNAPING. 


An Attempt to Steal Two Children From St. 
Mary’s Institute Not a Success. 


Two little girls named Annie and Sadie 
Murphy, aged respectively 11 gand 6 years, 
were kidnapped yesterday afternoon 
from St. Mary's Institute om Tenth and Biddle 
streets, by their half sister, whose name 
before she was married recently was Moilie 
Murphy, but whoees present name is not 
known. The woman, who is about 22 years of 


age, came to the institute about 2 o’clock 
asked 


woman picked up the littie girl Sadie in her 
arms and went out of the door and down Bid- 
dle street towards Ninth. When a few seconds 
later Annie came back to the parlor she found 
that Her sister and the visitor were gone aud 
rushed to the front door, which wasopen. A 
littie girl who was standing on the steps but 
did not belong to the institution told 
her that the woman with her sister had 
just gone down the street. Annie rushed 
after them and caught sight of the kidnaper 
and Sadie on Ninth street going north. She 
burried along faster and soon came up with 
them. When ber half sister saw her she was 
very angry and in an fll-tempered manner 
asked her what she wanted. Annie said she 
wanted her sister. The woman said Sadie was 
going with her and continued on her way. 
Annie followed. They turned down on O’Fal- 
lon street and into the alley which runs be- 
tween Eighth and Ninth, O’Fallon and Cass 
avenue. Here the woman entered a house, 
Annie following and pleading to be given her 
little sister to take her back to the asylum. 
The haif-sister tried to persuade Annie that 
it would be better for ber and her 
little sister to remain where they 
were, but Annie would not believe 
it and after trying for about half an hour or 
more to get possession of Sadie, and finding 
her pleadings unavailing, she seized a favora- 
ble opportunity to escape from the house ber- 
self and start back to the convent to apprise 
the sisters of what had befallen her and her 
sister. She had been gone but a few moments 
when. her absence was discovered and 
her half sister gave pursuit. Annie was 
overtaken at the corner of Ninth and Biddle 
and brought back tothe house she had left. 
Some of the neighbbdrs by this time sus- 
pected what the balf-sister of the children had 
done and questioned her. She told them about 
the manner in which she had obtained the 
little ones, and they informed her that 
she should at once return them to the insti- 
tution or she would be arrested for kidnap- 
ing. This scared the woman, and she de- 
cided to act on her neighbors’ advice. 

Meantime, the Sisters at the convent, 
alarmed at the absence of the two littie girls, 
notified the police about the affair. When the 
woman returned with the children they told 
her that they were thinking of turning ber 
over to the police, but she begged and im 
plered them not to have her arrested and 
said she was very sorry for what she 
had done. The sisters decided that 
inasmuch as they got their charges Jback 
without any harm having befallen them, 
they wou'd drop the matter, and accordingly 
sent word to the police that the ‘‘sheep that 
were lost had been found, 

Tne father of the girls who had the strange 
adventure is John Murphy, a steamboatman. 
He placed them in the institution about four 
years ago, just after the death of their motber, 
who was killed by the explosion of 
a coal oll lamp. He is at present believed 
to be in Texas. When their mother was living 
the half sister, who abducted the girls yester- 
day, resided with the family. She has since 
been married. Inquiries in the alley, where 
the eldest child said she and her smaller 
siater had been taken, failed to diseover the 
pregent name of the kidnaper, the alley 
residents alleging that they knew nothing 
about the occurrence.

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THE SECENDERS STILL OUT AND NO LIKELI- 
HOOD OF THEIR IMMEDIATE RETURN. 


The Floor Deserted and the Bucketshops 
Crowded—B. . Hubbard Asked to Re- 
sign—His Statement of the Case—Floor 
Eanager Smyth Interviewed—Views of 
the Dissatisfied Members. 


HE trouble on the 
Merchants“ Exchange 
in regard to the sus- 
pended members, and 
(m#\which caused a very 
large majority of the 


pit traders to transfer 


their sphore of activity 
from the floor of the 
‘Exchange to Price & 
Kimbough’s bucket- 
shop, as was fully 
chronicled in yester- 
day’s Post- DISPATCH, 
continued this morn- 
ing in full force, and 
the pit on the upper 
floor was a wilderness 
as compared with the 
room in which the 
seceding members had temporarily resorted. 
For every grain dealer on ’Change, five were 
to be found in the bucket-shop, and the 
usual pandemonium that prevails in the grain 
pit was replaced by a most unusual and 
significant SabDatarian quiet. 
R. M. HUBBARD’S STATEMENT. 

A representative of the PoOsST-DISPATCH vis- 
ited the floor this morning and interviewed R. 
M. Hubbard, against whom a large proportion 
of the annimosity with which the atmosphere 
is charged is directed. 

Ihave been given a great deal of unde- 
served and undesired prominence in this 
matter, said Mr. Hubbard, but that, I 
suppose, is not to be helped. The cause 
that led to the trouble was cor- 
rectly stated in the PostT-DISPATCH. 
I appealed to the baloon-blowers to 
stop, but my efforts were entirely without 
result. A numberof complaints were made to 
President Cox, and he took a hand in the 
affair, asking in the most polite manner that 
the intolerable tumult made by the whistles 
be stopped. No one who was not onthe floor 
can form any idea of how bad it was, and 
scores of the more quiet element protested 
against its continuance. As an instance of the 
respect in which the whistle blowers held the 
officers of the Exchange, I will cite one in- 
stance: President Cox was standing 
near the fountain, expostulating 
with some of the violators of the rules, when 


one of the suspended members, I will not 
give his name, came up behind him and 
threw some large missile into the water, 
splashing Mr. Coxfrom head to foot. With 
admirable temper that gentieman walked 
away without saying a word, but I admit that 
I was very much exasperated. 8 

DEFIANCE OF AUTHORITY. 

„called Floor Manager Smyth, who bad 
been trying to put a stop to the noise, and 
told him to take down the names of the of- 
fenders. He obeyed orders, and a number of 
names, by no means all, were obtained, 
brought befor the Board of Directors, and the 
punishment as published inflicted. 

„One point has not been touched upon, 
said Mr. Hubbard, which shows the aniwus 
of those who were disciplined. On Monday 
the board met in the Directors’ room, and we 
nad a small case to consider before 
the charges against the balloon men 
came up. lo the meantime they 
had assembled in the directors’ room, anda 
practical riot ensued. They raised a terrific 
rumpus, opened the door, poked their heads 
in, and rendered themselves generally so ob- 
noxious that Secretary Morgan was obliged to 
leave his desk and hold the door closed by 
main foree. If I had not been a member of 
the directory the penalty inflicted would have 
been as severe, or even more so than it was. 

THE HUBBARD BOYCOTT. 

„There is a report, Mr. Hubbard, that your 
firm is to be boycotted, if you do not resign 
the chairmanship of the Floor Committee. 
What will you do in that case?“ 

Nothing at all. I intend in the future, as I 
have done in the past, to do business in an 
orderly and legitimate manner. If others do 
not wishto trade with me I know of no law 
compelling them to do so.’’ 

What about the charges that you have fa- 
vored your friends, and have reported only 
those whom you did not regard in this light?’’ 

There is not one wordof truth in it; in 
fact some of the best friends and most intimate 
associates I possess have been both reported 
and fined at my instance. 

Floor Manager Smyth, when spoken to on 
the subject, said: ‘*] appealed again and again 
to the men who were making the disturbance 
tostop. They would not do so, but kept it up 
worse than ever. I reported them, as I was 
directed to do, and cannot see how I am to 
blame in the matter. As to the Fra- 
ley _ affair, it should be remembered 
that Jess Fraley is not a member 
of the Exchange, and was merely given the 

rivilege of . on the floor by the 

oard of Directors. e was not suspended, 
this privilege was merely revoked for niuety 
days. 

1 ACTIVITY IN THE BUCKETSHOPS. 

The bucketshop, to which a great majority 
of the pit traders had emigrated, was a scene 
of bustling activity, and it was estimated that 
ten times more business was done 
there than on the floor of the 
exchange. There is more business than 
bas been done upstairs to-day,’’ said H. G. 
Bowman, — up his card, and I am by 
no means the only trader on this floor. As to 
the report that we left because Jesse Fraley 
had been suspended, there is no trutb in it. 
He is not a member of the Exchange, and the 
action ofthe Board of Directors in his case 
would not have led to any such 
secession* as has taken place. The reason 
we are here is solely because of the suspen- 
sion of so many members for seven days and 
we do not intend to go back until ail are rein- 
stated. As to the talk of a new exchange 
there is nothing init whatever, as everyone 
who thinks a moment about the matter must 
recognize. But we will not go back until we 
all go back together. 

H. B. Slaughter said: The whole trouble 
comes from Hubburd and Smyth. Either of 
them act on the members of the Exchange as 
a red rag does on a bull, and their insolent 
bearing bas occasioned all this trouble. Mr. 
Hubbard may say what he pleases, but I know 
that he does favor his friends and business as- 
sociates, and always has favored them, We 
will not surrender, and will stay here untii 
the suspended members can go back.

NEW YORK, May 22.—The big double turreted 
monitor Puritan reacbed the Brooklyn Navy 
Yard yesterday afterpoon in tow of the steel 
cruiser Boston. The Puritan is the largest 
monitor in the navy, and her tonnage dis- 
placement is almost double that of the Bos- 
ton. When it was decided last week that the 
Puritan could not be completed at the Norfolk 


yard owing to the amount ot work accumua- 
lated there orders were issued to have 
her removed to the Brooklyn yard, where 
the facilities for heavy work are better 
than at apy other yard in the country. 
On the way up the navy yard from Hampton 
Roads che struck bottom ona narrow spit pro- 

oting out into the stream, but at the next 

igh water she bad no difficulty in getting off 
and proceeding on hei way. On reaching the 
navy yard the Boston wasted no time but im- 
mediately made fast to the Puritan, paying 
out for tow lines one 6-inch steel hawser and 
two manilila cables, one an 8-inch and the 
other a 9. inch line. On Sunday night the 
cruiser proceeded to tow the Puritan down the 
river,out through the Roads past the Capes and 
outto sea. All went well until the monitor 
began to encounter the swell outside. 
Like a monster she tugged and jerked at her 
fastenings, threatening atevery moment to 
break loose. Asa slight swell would strike 
her, nota movement would she make to rise 
and meetit. She hadto be dragged through 
sea after sea. The Boston was at this time 
doing her best to make progress, but working 
with allher mightshe could nottravel at a 
greater speed than six knots an hour. 

AN UGLY MONSTER. 

At the rate of which the Puritan was jerking 
at the tow lines it was evident that something 
would soon go, for at every pull the great 
steel hawser would straighten out as 
stiff as a bar of metal and then as the cruiser’s 
headway deadened fall intothe water with a 
splash. Aftera few hours of such towing one 
of the metal bitts of the Boston was torn out 
with a rush and the steel hawser laid limp in 
the water. There was no chance at the time 
to get out another line, and the work now de- 
volved on the two manillacabiles. strange to 
say they stood the strain nobly and it was only 
when off this port that a second bitt on the 
Boston was ripped out and the line carried 
away. Before the monitor made port she 
lost one of her own bitts, andshe was finally 
brought in with only one line holding her. 
The whole undertaking seems to have been 
tinged with a decided risk, for had a heavy 
gale come on when the Boston was outside 
there might have been serious doubts as to 
her bringing the Puritan safely into port. 
But under the circumstances it appears she 
was the only available vessel, and if the work 
on the Puritan was to be pushed it was neces- 
sary to have the vessel towed to the Brooklyn 
Navy-yard at once. 

SOLIDITY AND STRENGTH. 

As the Monitor appeared last night, 
made fast to her moorings at the navy 
yard she had allthe iook of a great ship cut 
down to within ten or twelve feet of the 
water. She gives one atthe very first glance 
an appearance of great solidity and strength, 
while the awed g curved ram forward has an 
ugly business-like look. Except tor the 
bridge and a small wooden house on deck, the 
latter rigged up for temporary quarters, her 
deck is flush fore and att. She has no fittings 
below except her machinery, so that the 
officers who were aboard of her on the pas- 
sage from Norfolk were compelled to take 
quarters in the deck house. It is said that 
notwithstanding the swell outside, the 
big craft paid no attention to it, 
and that she hardly exhibited any 
motion. She is fitted with all the modern 
contrivances to give her steadiness, but for 
all that she shows the monitor habit of refus- 
ing to rise toasea. If she acts this way now 
she will be a decidely wet vessel on deck when 
her two great turrets and the heavy ar- 
mor and guns are in place. It is not known 
how soon work will be begun on the Puritan, 
but it is understood that it will be at an early 
date. It is safe to say that there is more than 
a year’s work on the Puritan at the rate at 
which prearese is made in peacetful times. It 
would be an altogether different thing were 
hostilities imminent. 

The Puritan will be really a formidable 
vessel. Carrying in her turrets four 10-inch 
breech loading rifles elevated, trained and 
loaded by machinery, protected by 11% inches 
of steel armor and firing a projectile weighing 
500 pounds, capable of piercing 23 inches of 
wrought iron at the muzzle, or 17% inches at 
the distance of a mile, the Puritan need fear 
but few vessels afloat. In addition to 
the heavy guns she will carry 
a secondary battery consisting of two 
6-pounder and two 8-pounder rapid fire 
Hotchkiss rifles, two 37 millimeter revoiving 
cannon and two gatlings. She will have a tor- 
pedo net of heavy steel rings, which can be 
rigged out allaroundthe vessel and so pro- 
tecting her from torpedo attacks. There will 
be a powerful searchlight for use at night. The 
Puritan compares more than favorably with 
the Conqueror, one of England’s modern tur- 
ret vessels, and with the Tonnere, of the 
French navy. ö
